pecta: 


A compaoy of Government surveyor 


were in town Thursday night and are no1 
m this vicinity engaged m tbe work of as 
otrtsining tbe feasibility of storing wate 
tor irrigation purposes. Tbe work ia be* 
ing dona by tbe U. 8. Geologic,.! Survey 
for which Congress recently made a large 
appropriation. The plan is to create stor 
age reservoirs of tbe catchment basins in 
tbe mountains, saving the water that goes 
to wute in tbe Spring and by means o 
ditches to convey it ta tbe dry and unpro 
doctive lands in Nevada. Tbe corps o 
surveyors are now measuring the volume 
of water in tha various strecma in ordtr to 
uncertain tbe amonnt of watsr wasted 
Yesterday they measured Prosier Creek, 
The woik ia au important one und one 
which nay effect great changes in thadestt 
niea of this section of the country. 
The 


object of the wcrk thus far eeems to be 
the rtclftiming ot lands m Nevada, nnd the 
idea of making prodnclive any lands in tbe 
mountains seems not to bave been thought ol 
aa yet. 
The question suggested IB, why 


cannot the mountain land be made prodoo 
tive by a system of irrigation? There are 
mat bodies of almost level land eoatteret 
through tba mountains m this vicinity, 
which at present are only producing & growl! 
of young pines and sagebrush. This lanr 
could be easily irrigated and is locate c 
near streams of water. There ia a large trad 
between Trnckee and Prosaer Creek, and 
between Trackee and Marlis Creek; also 
along Prosier. Creek and the Little Trackee 
river. It has always been thought that 
this land was only fit for coyotea to run 
over, bat ss a matter ot fact it ia good land 
knd equal to most of tbe sagebrush land ol 
Nevada, It is true that the climate is not 
adapted to the production ot cereals, but

trap of hay we confidently expect to see a 
arge area cultivated next year and m the 
coarse of time bay growing sod stock rais- 
ag will be an important industry io this 
vicinity. If tbe Government constructs ir- 
rigation ditches through the mountains 
arso tracts of land could be brought into 
cultivation. There are several thousand 
ons of bay consumed in this Vic mly. 
every pound of which comes from distant 
Uncos, which, could it bo produced near at 
loiue, would greatly leduce its cost to eon- 
nmers bere, and at tbe same tiros would 
npport quite a population in tbe business 
of producing it. Could hay be raised 
iheaply the stock raising indnnry wonld 
lonnsb and give a permanency to the com- 
munity which lumbering does not give. 
To n person with » prophetic vision tbn 
time seems to be coming when agriculture 
will be practiced in the Trnckee basin, 
building np, one might say, an entirely 
new community.
